It is reported mat secretary Schurz has

The silver problem promises to be a 
serious one to Congress, and as yet neither 
branch of that b o l/ has shown sufficient 
capacity to perfectly and successfully, grap­ 
ple it. For instance: This week the appro­ 
priation to provide more storage room for 
coined silver was defeated, and yet the 
law compels the treasury togo on coining 
at the rate of two millions a mouth. Atter 
ibis necessary appropriation was .defeated, 
aa amendment was adopted to sundry 
Civil appropriation bill, which requires 
that all the appropriations authorized by 
the bill to be paid in silver dollars. 
If 
this were the end 
of that 
it would 
be all right. The silver would go into 
circulation and no more storage room 
would be needed. But the end is not yet. 
The appropriations by the sundry bill 
amount to 21 million dollars. This will 
take nearly a thousand tons of silver from 
the treasury vaults and distribute it over 
tne country, but it would soon return to 
the place whence it started. The silver 
dollar is not a handy thing to carry or take 
care of, especially when a person has a 
hundred or two or three hundred dollais 
in that kind of coin: The result would be 
that in a short time nearly every dollar 
of that vast sum would go bick to the 
treasury and silver certificates received in 
place of It. From these facts it will be 
»eeo that the Government has no easv task 
indisposing of its silver, and a bad feature 
is that the qusauty is so rapidly increas­ 
ing. If Congress would wake up to the 
importance of the subject and legislate the 
silver dollar out of the vaults aud put.lt in 
circulation, it would do the country some 
substantial service.

THE IMPORTANCE OF THE CONVEN­ 
TION. 
The most memorable Republican N a­ 
tional Convention ever held in this country 
was that of I860—twenty years ago this 
month—when Abraham Lincoln was nom­ 
inated. Since then the National Conven­ 
tions have Bot attracted the attention nor 
created the interest equal to tho wigwam 
Convention: 
While there was a sharp 
contest for the nomination—Seward being 
then ihelmostconspicuous candidate—there 
was something else to make the Convention 
one of 
historic 
interest. 
The time 
had 
come 
when 
the 
contest 
between Freedom and Slavery could 
uo 
longer 
be delayed, 
there 
was 
one dark blot upon this land that humil­ 
iated the Christianity and intelligence of 
(he North; and not satisfied with the then 
extent of the "divine institutions" the 
dave holding power attempted to grasp 
for more territory to be blackened by 
human slavery. The crisis came, and with 
the importance of the hour, came Lincoln. 
The North felt that a fierce struggle was 
at hand, and that Seward was too much 
given to compromise, was by nature too 
timid to deal with the issues of the time. 
The powerful earnestness of that Conven­ 
tion, the vast significance of the situation, 
and what was there said and done, madcap 
a Convention which will go down in hi9 
tory as the most memorable in the annals 
of the country. 
The Republican National Convention of 
ISSC will, in some respects, have a9 much 
significance as that which gave the world 
Abraham Lincoln. The interest in the 
Convention has reached every part of 
the country. It is the constant theme of 
conversation everywhere, and both parties 
are almost breathlessly waiting tor the re­ 
sult. There will come before that Conven­ 
tion a question which never before was 
discussed in a National Convention—that 
of nominating a candidate 
for a third' 
term. Upon this issue hangs the interes1 
of the Convention. There is a strong 
feeling against it, and other promi­ 
nent 
candidates being in 
the field 
and having a very heavy following, give 
the Convention an importance which has 
not been seen in a National Convention 
arnee 1860. 
This interest lf so wide spread that vie* 
Hors are pouring into Chicago from every 
8rate of the Union. On one special train, 
two handred arrived from Maine. New 
York will send a large delegation of via­ 
tors in the interest of General Grant. 
Other States will contribute quite largely 
to swell the throng in Chicago. The build­ 
ing will hold, as It was originally built. 
from 15.000 to 20.C30 people, and for the 
purposes ot the National Convention a 
seating capacity of about 10.000 has been 
made. 
About one-fourth of the Republican 
members of the House of Representatives 
will attend the 
Convention. 
Senators 
Conkling, Carpenter, Ho lr, Ktllcgg. Cam­ 
eron, Logan and more thaa a dozen others 
are on the ground, and have commenced 
work for General Granl. These men are 
conspicuous for their ability and for the 
zeal with which they are working tor the 
ihird-term candidate. 
{Senator Blaine is 
lacking in haviog prominent pnblie men 
tor his managers.

number of persons having tickets. The 
trap dropped at 1:30, and the man was 
seventeen minutes in expiring, tne drop 
not breaking his neck. He writhed terri­ 
bly for several minutes, drawing up bis 
legs and kicking the trap in his convul­ 
sions.

Ile sunk every dollar he had and also bor­ 
rowed .f IC 0,19 of his friends, but at the 
end of two years a sheriff’s levy smashed 
the concern. Young showed great pluck 
under this prolonged disaster. 
No sooner 
had the Btandard decome an assured fail 
ure than he formed an arrangement with 
the Herald, aud he stepp'd from the ruins 
of the one into the 
best 
parlors ot 
the 
other.

so able and versatile a writer, and the 
once uniortuoate editor found himself un­ 
der got I pay and high appreciation. Had 
he indeed formed such an arrangement 
I rn mf blately atter leaving the Tribune, 
what aa immeni3 saving would have been 
made both in expense and trouble t Un­ 
fortunately, however, the lessons of expe­ 
rience generally come too late. For seven 
years Young has enjoyed Bennett’s confi­ 
dence, aud a highly satisfactory reward is 
found in the invitation to pass a summer at 
Newport.

general opposition is bought off. 
The 
President would be justified In vetoing 
the harbor bill; this kind of legislation 
ought to be arrested. Eight and a ba I 
millions is a large sum of money, bat if it 
were rightly applied might not be so ob­ 
jectionable. A considerable ebare of the 
money is voted by Congress, to be ex­ 
pended where it is of no national import­ 
ance whatever. 
For example, Virginia 
which has no sea or lake coast, and bas no 
harbors or waters necessitating harbors ge I 
1293,000. A large share of this amount is 
lur the improvement ot streams in the in- 
tenor, called rivers, some of which have 
n -it one-third the volume of water of Rock 
river, Wisconsin, and cannot be used to 
any extent for the purposes of commerce. 
The southern States with their compara­ 
tively limited commerce, receive $3 662,- 
500, nearly one-halt of the entire aam 
voted for the whole United States. 
It will be readily seen that members of 
Congress from 6nch States, 
as have no 
meritorious claim, tor harbor appropria­ 
tions, are induced to vote for a genre* 
harbor bill, in consideration of receiving a 
handsome sum, to be expended on some 
insignificant stream of water, within the 
limits oi their own State. 
Wisconsin with 
with three hundred miles of lake coasr, 
needing harbors es much as any sea coaar, 
receives a smaller share of the general 
appropriation for Harbors aud rivers than 
Virginia, which is coat leas of sea or lake*! 
Several of the more mlaud States obtain a 
liberal share in compensation for their 
votes tot the general appropriation. This 
system of jobbery peculiar to harbor aid 
nvrr appropriations, is one difficult to re* 
form. 
TnE .STREET AMUSEMENTS IN WASHING­ 
TON. 
Skating on the public street in summer, 
Is one one of the popular amusements for 
boys and gills, as well as for some persons 
oi larger growth. 
The Aspnalt street 
pavements, are perhaps as good a snbsti 
lute tor ice, as can readily be had; they are 
(sufficiently smooth to render skating prac­ 
ticable, WUU skates adopted for toe pur­ 
pose. The appearance of troops of skaters 
on the streets, at this season of the year, 
would be a novel spectacle in most, lf out 
in all other cities. Toere is no city in the 
Union that has so many miles of Asphalt 
pavements, as Wasting ton. Riding on the 
Oicycie, is auoiner pjpular street amuse­ 
ment for young persona, the streets being 
admirably adopted to that sort Ola vehicle. 
Persons practised with me bicycle, attain 
aimosi the speed of a horse, and apparently 
without tiresome effort. Toe price of a 
bicycle, of the latest approved pattern, is 
about the same as that of a good horse; 
it is not destined to become a conveyance 
of general utility. 
It is a pleasurable 
met nod of riding, la a city like this, for 
such persons as care to learu its manage­ 
ment* but on an ordinary couuiry road, 
the bicycle would be tittle or no account.
